Dear Sir: | 


Referring to the proposed Fire Ly- 
law being submitted for the consider 
ation of the ratepayers on the 30th. 

Judging from your editorials and 
other items in recent issues of the 
it would appear that many 
be- 


Standard, 
people, who ought to know better, 
lieve that we are supposed to have 
water pressure available for fire fight- 
ing purposes at any point in the Town 
The fact is that the present power 
pump will only supply sufficient pres 
sure for one stream through approx- 
imately a thousand feet of hose, Con 
sequently any money spent for the 
extention of the present pipe, or ad 
ditional hose, will be useless unless 
a larger pumping plant is installed. 

The present direct cost for fire pro- 
tection is about $500.00 a year made 
up as follows: Electricity for Pump, 
$240.; Accident Insurance $140, Chem- 
icals and Repairs $120. Total $500.00 

Nothing is included in these figures 
for cost of heating and lighting fire 
hall, and proportion of Caretakers 
wages, all of which would amount to 
easily $250.00 a year, or a total of 
$750.00 per annum. The proposed ex 
penditures will add $680.00 to this, 
making an annual total of $1,430.00 
or possibly more, as additional equip 
ment requires additional maintenance, 
In other words it will cost the rate- 
payers $120.00 per month for fire pro 
tection that will not add materially 
to what we have at present, while 
practically doubling the cost 

Evidently the Council wishes to ex- 
tend adequate fire protection to the 
whole Town, and the only intelligent 
way to do this is by means of a stand 
pipe, or water tower, which would en 
sure proper pressure at all times even 
though the power failed. This would 
be a wise investment, as it would save} 
sufficient in insurance premiums to 
pay its carrying charges, in addition; 
to being the nucleus of a water system 
for domestic and irrigation purposes. 
Mains for fire hydrants and other pur 
poses could be installed gradually to 
serve the whole Town, and paid for 
out of current revenue A standard 
40,000 gallon water tower, with well 
and pump would cost approximately 
$10,000. The savings in insurance pre 
miums would be about $600.00 per an- 
num, in the business section or sutfic- 
fent to pay the interest on the invest- 
ment. 

I believe, in view of the foregoing 
that it would be very unwise to pro 
ceed with the present scheme, and 
would suggest that expert opinion be 
obtained on my counter proposal, so 
that any money spent will be expend 
ed to give the greatest possible returns 
in protection, 

In the meantime a little 
the present volunteer fire
